Rules, Says 
_ Utility Body 


In two decisions covering applica- 
tions by railroad companies for, in- 
creases in freight and passenger rates 
the Illinois public utilities commission 
yesterday made the following orders: 


Denied applications for passen- 
ger fare increases to 3.6 cents per 
mile and declared the state law of 
July, 1907, fixing 2 dents as the 
legal rate will still be applicable 
after Sept. 1, the date the roads 
emerge from federal control. 


Denied an application for a 40 
per cent increase on freight rates; 
allowed a temporary increase of 
33 1-3 per cent on condition that the 
roads improve their service. New 
hearings on this part of the order 
are scheduled for Oct. .10, 1920. 


Denied applications for increused 
surcharges on Pullman and parlor 
cars. 


Denied applications for an in- 
crease in commutation rates. 


Denied applications for 20 per 
cent increase on rates for milk and 
cream on both passenger and 
freight trains. 


Allowed an increase of 20 per 
cent on excess baggage rates cffec- 
tive Sept. 1. 


May Reopen Rate Question. 
The orders, which are sweeping in 
character, may result in months of lit!- 
gation in the federal courts and may 


tation rates before the interstate com- 
merce commission. 

On the question of passenger rates 
the commission held that under the 
state public utilities act it lacked au- 
thority to raise or lower transportation 
fates which had been fixed by statute. 
The Illinois transportation act of July, 
1907, specifically fixed the Illinois intra- 
state passenger rate at 2 cents per 
mile. During war time, under the war 
time federal transportation law, rates 
were raised to 3 cents a mile. Recent- 
ly, under the authority granted to the 
interstate commerce commission by the 
Esch-Cummings bill, increases were 
granted to 3.6 cents a mile. 

Law, Annulled, Say Roads. 

The war time transportation act pro- 
vided that no reduction in rates could 
be made by any state body without the 
consent of the interstate _commerce 
commission prior to Sept. 1, 1920, when 
the war time transportation act is auto- 
matically annulled and the roads pass 
completely into private control. 

The contention of the railroads is 
that the section of the act which pro- 
vides that the rates authorized by the 
director general of railroads in Feb- 
ruary, 1920, remain in “ force and effect 
until thereafter changed by state or 
federal authority, or pursuant to au- 
thority.of law” annuls the old [llinois 
law of 1907 and legalizes the present 
rate until changed by some subsequent 
act of the legislature or federal gov- 
ernment.

The utilities commission denies this 
contention and rules that “ the commis- 
sion is without authority to authorize 
or approve passenger fares higher than 
those prescribed” in the Illinois 1907

Tennessee Lawmakers 
Get “Cold Feet.” 


Nashville, Tenn., Aug. 10.—There is 
a growing impression going the rounds 
of political and suffrage circles here 
that the Tennessee legislature is get- 
ting what is known as “cold feet” on 
the business of ratifying the federal 
suffrage amendment. 

All of the old bugbears against suf- 
frage which have haunted southern 
legislatures for years are being mobi- 
lized, with the result that suffrage 
workers privately express pessimism 
at the outlook and anti!-suffragists 
openly boast that defeat of the amend- 
ment ig assured. 

If Tennessee does not approve suf-|“" 
frage, leaders admit little hope re- 
mains that the amendment will become 
operative in time to enable women to 
vote in the national elections in No- 
vember.

GREAT WAR DIES 
AS TURK PEACE 
PACT IS SIGNED 


[Chicage Tribune Foreign News Sérvice.} 

PARIS, Aug. 10.—The great War was 
technically ended and the world theo- 
retically passed into a state of peace 
this afternoon when the Turkish 
treaty was signed in the display room 
of a Sévres china factory just outside 
Paris. 

The Jugo-Slav delegates refused te 
sign because the pact provides that 
the Ottoman debt be partitioned 
among territories allocated to other 
states and because Jugo-Slavia re. 
ceived only small slices of old Turkey 
in Macedonia.

The United States did not sign the 
treaty owing to President Wilson's ob- 
jection to the presence of the sultan 
in Constantinople, the allocation of 
Thrace and Smyrna to Greece, and the 
Asia Minor mandates.

Healthiest. 


An uncommon lack

complaning—on the lack of cases, 
Waiting rooms in doctors’ offices are 
wellnigh deserted. Practice for the 
time being has fallen off to such an 
extent that medical men find them- 
selves nearly idle. 

Last night a TRIBUNE reporter in 
search of light on the state of general 
health, called twenty physicians on the 
phone. Ten had gone to the theater, 
eight were motoring, one was fll, and 
another had gone to visit a fellow prac- 
titioner who had suffered a breakdown 
as a result of business worries. 

During the day the same reporter 
had visited several physicians. The 
old time crowds of waiting patients 
were missing. 

Low Death Rate Here. 
The health reports show that Chi- 


rate than any other American city. 
Last month there were 252 deaths few- 
er than in July, 1919, which was con- 
sidered above the average in health as 
Julys go. 

“The health conditions in Chicago 

are wonderful!” exclaimed Dr. Gilbert 
H. Wynekoop, 4500 Sheridan road, one 
of the owners of the Lake View hos- 
pital. “The hospitals, it is true, are 
full, but that always has been se be- 
cause Chicago is lacking in hospital 
facilities.

WITH THE REDS, 
ITALY TOLD 


Back Warsaw with 
“All U. S. Means.” 


BY ARTHUR SEARS HENNING. 
Washington, D. Aug. 10.—[Spe- 
clal.]—Withdrawale of all Russian 
forces from Poland and the withdrawal - 
of all allied troops from ethnographic 
Russia, together with assurances by 
the allied and. associated powers that 
Russia will not be dismembered, con- 
stitute President Wilson’s proposaj for 
the settlement of the Russo-Polish war. 
The president denounces the bol- 
sheviki unsparingly and would limit ' 
dealings with them to a minimum. He 
approves of the effort to arrange an 
armistice between the soviets and Po- 
land, but he is opposed to entering a 
general peace conference/with them, 
which probably would involve recogni- 
tion of the bolsheviki and Glamnqumnes- 
ment of Russia. 
Beyond the narrowest armistice ne 
gotiations with the soviets he would 
not go. He is unalterably oppos¢dd to 
recognition of the bolshevik régime. 


Wants Russia Respected. 
Contingent upon the retirement of 
the Russians from Poland and the with- 
drawal of any foreign forces now in 
Russia, the president suggests that the 
allied and associated powers issue a 
declaration guaranteeing respect for 
the boundaries of ethnographic Russia 
and proclaiming that aggression on 
Russia by Poland or any other power 
will not be tolerated. 

This policy, the president believes, 
not only would restore peace between 
Poland and Russia, but will weaken and 
aid the eventual overthrow of tbe bol- 
sheviki by depriving them of the sup- 
port of nonbolshevik Russians given 
for the defense of the Russian nation 
from external aggression. 

While the Russian troops, in accord 
with the president’s policy, would be 
required to withdraw from Poland, the 
Japanese would be required to evacu- 
ate Siberia. All British and French 
troops are said to have been withdrawn 
from Russian territory. 


[Text OF WILSON NOTE | 


The American government's poei- 
tion on the Russian-Polish situation 
was outlined in the following note to 
the Italian government, addressed to 
Baren Camillo Romano Avesazanan, 
Italian ambassador to the United 
States: 


“ Excellency: 

“The agreeable intimation which 
you have conveyed to the state depart- 
mient that the Italian government 
would welcome a statement of the 
views of this government on the sit- 
uation presented by the Russian ad- 
vance into Poland deserves a prompt 
response, and I will attempt without 
delay a definition of this government's 
position, not only as to the situation 
arising trom Russian military pressure 
upon Poland, but also as to certain 
cognate and inseparable phases of the — 
Russian question viewed more broadly. 

“This government believes im «a 
united, free, and autonomous Polish 
state, and the people of the United 
States are earnestly solicitous for the 
maintenance of Poland’s political in- 
dependence and territorial integrity.

This 
assertion Mr. Cox, for campaign purposes, would 
apply to the present.situation. We have not 80 
poor an opinion of his brains that we think he does 
not know better. Senator Lodge’s declaration was 
made during wartime, while our allies were fight- 
ing with us, and while the enemy was still un- 
defeated, if not, in fact, confident of victory. To 
have made a separate peace then would have been 
desertion. No one challenges that. 

But now the enemy is defeated and prostrate, 
and our allies have made peace with him. We 
‘alone are still at war, formally, if not in fact. If 
any talk of making separate peace is accurate, it 
is our allies who have made a separate peace; peace 
separate from the only peace which the United 
States can ever make—that is, a peace agreed to 
by the constitutional authorities vested with the 
power and duty of making peace, the president and 
:onate of the United. States. 

Senator Lodge’s declaration apart, Mr. Cox's 
‘heory, or pretended theory, is, in plain Pnglish, 
that we are in duty bound to make any 
peace that our allies and the president alone have 
seen fit to make. Unless the senate effaces itself, 
waives its constitutional duty of independent judg. 
ment, and accepts in the teeth of its own contrary 
conviction the peace found acceptable by our allies 
an@ our president, Mr. Cox would have the Amer- 


_fean people agree with him that we are “ bearing 


and deserving to bear the contempt of the world.” 

The quicker this accusation is challenged the 
better. Mr. Cox declares that “in good faith we 
pledged our strength with our associates for the 
enforcement of terms upon offending powers, and 
now it is suggested that this be withdrawn.” Mr. 


' Cox knows, or if he does not he is unfit to be a 


constitutional head’ of our government, that this 
assertion is false. We did not pledge ourselves 
to enforce any terms that our allies wished to im- 
pose. No government could pledge us to impose or 
enforce any terms that did not receive the ap- 
proval not only of our representatives in the peace 
council but our constitutional representatives in 
the senate. 

There is no more moral or legal obligation on 
us to make peace on the terms approved by Eng- 
jand, France, and Italy than upon them to make 
peace upon terms demanded by the constitutional 
authorities of the United States, which are not the 
president alone, but the president and the senate 
of the United States. 

Mr. Wilson’s alternative, which Mr. Cox now 
indorses and asks the American people to indorse, 
Was a peace with our allies which would support 
the British in Mesopotamia, the French in Syria, 
the Italians in Flume and the Tyrol, the Japanese 
in Shantung, the Poles in Kiev. The Republicans 
and some American Democrats in the senate, act- 
ing under their constitutional obligations, refused 
to accept such a peace and the machinery to per- 
petuate it, except with reservation in what they 
conceivgd to be the national interest. The presi- 
dent refusing to give ground, we have not a sepa- 
rate peace, indeed, but a separate war, while our 
allies, without agreement with us, have made peace 
and are making the most of it. 

Those are the facts, and we think Mr. Cox and 
the Democratic orators cannot hide them by 
rhetorical dust slinging and sophistry. The United 
States did the greatest service to’ Europe ever be- 
stowed by one people upon another. Its honor its 
not only without tarnish but shines brighter than 
éver today.

- Tue TRIBUNE correspondent with the Red army 
makes report of a condition of Polish morale which 
supported from other sources offers little hope of 
a reversal of the present military situation. Buden- 
ny, the commander of the Russian right, says that’ 
there were few casualties in his recent advance, 
the Polish soldiers failing to offer resistance even 
where in the marsh country a few resolute men 
could have held back much greater forces.

In such ¢ state of morale what hope can there 
be either for the Polish army or for the Polish 
dreams of a really independent state? Make all 
due allowance for want of heavy artillery, shortage 
of ammunition, and errors of the higher command, 
still the Poles have been fighting on their own 
soll for some time now, and it would seem time 
for death defying resolution, if the Poles can sum- 
mon it. We have too fresh a memory of the

the ground. It is plausible, on the contrary, that

NO THOMPSON TAMMANY FOR 
ILLINOIS. 


The dollars and cents cost of the Thompson 
aGministvation to the Chicago taxpayer offers an 
argument against the extension of that adminis- 
tration to the entire state, clear and distinct from 
ordinary political recriminations. It will take 
more than bunk to satisfy the owner of a small 
home in Chicago when he is forced to write a 
check for taxes this year 30. per cent larger than 
last year. 

Yet that is exactly what he must do. And if 
he investigates he will find that while he pays 
this increase in taxes, the state tax on the same 
property shows a decrease. Property owners out- 
side Chicago will be particularly quick to appre- 
ciate the threat of these facts. They will be wise 
enough to prevent such exploitation of their prop- 
erty by an administration which has proved by its 
tax bills, if in no other way, that it is an ex- 
pensive medium of government. — 

A typical tax bill in Chicago this spring is that 
of the home owner who must pay $160.80. That 
is $36 more than last year. The city’s portion of 
these taxes is $62.40,.as against $39.60 last year. 
On the same bill the county tax had increased 
only $2.70 and the state tax had decreased from 
$15 to $12. . 

Such figures make it evident that the added 
cost is the cost of ‘living in Chicago under the 
Thompson administration. We believe the rest 
of the state will be very shy of supporting an 
administration which will take money out of the 
home or farm Owner's. pocket at that rate. 


APPLYING REASON TO RENTING. 
The approach of the fall renting season is reviv- 
ing the complaints of rent profiteering which 
culminated last’ spring in tenants’ associations, 
court battles, and waste of time and money. The 
lease renewal notices recently distributed eall for 
rental increases of 25 to 100 per cent. It is logical 
to expect that they will cause an uproar similar, 
if not equal to, that of last spring. It can be 
avoided by use of common sense, 

We have no law at present} to restrict rent 
profiteering, but that does not mean we shall 
never have one. Al& Mulcahy is already setting ' 
the wheels in motion in that direction. Whether 
he succeeds depends largely upon the extent to 
which public opinion is stirred by avaricious land- 
lords. New York had no such law until the public 
demanded it in self-defense. Now ‘New York land- 
lords are paying the penalty of’ greed by being 
forced to show cause when they increase rents 
more than 25 per cent. This puts the burden of 
court action upon them, and with jury trials 
makes their path to profiteering very rocky. Chk 
cago landlords are not exempt from similar pos- 


The tenants generally are inclined to be reason- 
able. When shown how taxes have jumped 30 per 
cent, with coal, janitor service, and other items as 
much or more, they will listen patiently to requests 
for higher rent. They know the decreased buying 
power of the dollar and will @ven allow the justice 
of greater profits. The landlord who deals with |} 
them upon that basis will have little trouble. 

The landlord who does not will face tenants’ 
strikes, court action, and loss of money through 
vacancies. He is likely to precipitate a law which 
will leave him no liberty in the matter of prvice 


fixing. 

To be sure, there is a housing shortage, but 
high rents have driven hundreds of families to 
“double up " and there are several thousand vacant 
flats and houses, according to the recent police 
survey. If the owners of these flats and houses 
had been reasonable they would have had tenants. 
The tenants exist, but there is a limit to what ther 
will or can pay. The landlord who is wise, both 
for the present and the future, will keep his de- 
mands within this limit. He knows what exror 
bitant prices have done to the clothing business 
His own business is equally vulnerable. The need 
of shelter is no greater than the need of clothing.

DEFEATING JUSTICE. 

{Orange Judd Farmer. ] 
It is common complaint that courts and juries are 
too slow and too lenient in their dealings with crim- 
inals, There are many miscarriages of justice in the 


courts, usually chargeable to the machinations of 
shrewd criminal lawyers—occasionally to political or 
other influences, exercised by under cover friends of 
the man on trial. 

It is apparent, however, that justice ts defeated fre- 
quertly after courts and juries have done their full 
duty. When criminals feel that a lawful sentence 
can still be circumvented by methods hidden from 
the public, it is small wonder that fear of justice 
loses its deterrent influences. 

We in Illinois just now have three glaring examples 
of justice defeated after courts and juries have done 
thejr part to protect society from wrongdoers. First, 
James Dorsey, convicted of the sale of tubercular 
cattle, involving the spread of consumption, the great- 
est scourge of the human race, has more than one- 
half of his sentence commuted by executive pardon. 
Then Mike Boyle, convicted as a labor grafter, has 
a full pardon handed him. And it is significant that 
hefore he is out thirty days the grand jury is im- 
portuned to investigate his action in calling, without 
a minute's notice, a street railway strike in Chicago, 
which was promptly and quietly called off after the 
same Mr. Boyle had an interview with the officials 
of the company. 

And now Brent Allinson, convicted as a draft evader, 
is turned loose. Judicial delay and outside influence 
are bad enough in open courtroom, but they are at 
least exercised in public view. Executive clemency,

MALARIA. 

HE churches have helped publje 
health greatly. Some of the great 
health movements have originated 
in the churches, and have been car- 

riéd on by therm until taken over by the 
government. The good offices of the 
churches I always have found available 
in fostering the health movement of 
more recent times. I am sure Dr. H.-The- 
bault Scott of Arkansas will agree ‘with 
| thease statements, and he charges some 
churches with considerable responsibil- 
ity for the spread of malaria. 


Just at this season in all the cotton belt 
the crops are being laid by.

every protracted meeting. 7 

Dr. Scott has records extending 
from 1913 to 1918, which show this plain- 
ly. 

In the dry years there are no water 

puddles around the cabins and the chil- 
dren escape. In the wet years the small 
pools around the cabins breed mosqui- 
toes, and the adults made sick at the 
revival meeting cause infection of the 
children. 
The reme ad Negro churches tn 
the open; cut out the undérgrowth near 
churches; drain the pools near the 
churches; provide an artesian well to 
water the stock, dig it some distance 
from the church.

The trenches are made by plowing a 
shallow furrow around the field, throw- 
ing the dirt toward the worms. A deep 
plowing is then made in the same fur- 
row, throwing the dirt the same way. : 
This provides an effective barrier 
against the progress of the worms. A 
deep furrow with a straight edge pre- 
vents the worms from climbing out 
into the field. Post holes dug along 
in the furrow make the trap more 
effective. The worms fall into the holes 
as they crawl along the furrow. Roll- 
ing and brush dragging will kill the 
worms that collect along the edge of 
fields. 

Use bait for the worms in the field. 
Scatter about ten pounds of the fol-
